• LIBERAL'' WAR 


Detestation in America of Hitlerism 


and all it implies must not become a fog 
to hide some unhappy truths. 


Herr Hitler's edict incorporating into 


the Reich a little strip of land about 20 
miles square that had become part of 
Belgium should return us to the funda- 
mental causes of the present conflict. This 
strip of land had revcr in all the history 
of Belgium been part of its domain un- 
til 
the 
treaty 
of Versailles. 
But it 


was torn from the Reich and the trans- 
action was covered over with a plebiscite. 
The same sort of a plebiscite would to- 
day give part of Texas to Mexico since 
along the border many thousands of Mexi- 
cans have crossed onto American soil. 
Plebiscites, following exhausting wars, 
when one people emerge with the urcath 
of the victor and another are crushed un- 
der a towering debt, should never justi- 
fy incorporating into one land territory 
that never belonged to it. 


Nor should America forget that the 


peace that visited such monstrosities upon 
Germany was 
an 
altogether "liberal" 


peace,—that is, the men who dominated 
the peace table claimed to be liberals 
and had so baptized themselves. 


There was Woodrow Wilson repre- 


senting America, 
Georges 
Clemenceau 


representing France and Lloyd George 
representing England, the men called the 
Big Three. 
Judged by the record the 


very best thing that self-baptized lib- 
erals can do at a peace table is to create 
conditions that are bound in turn to bring 
on further hostilities. 


It should be lemembered that the United 


States Senate refused to ratify this peace 
treaty because of its wrongs. The lead- 
ership against ratification was largely in 
the hands of some fellows that the liberals 
called Tories.

ARGUMENTS 


Congressman Bender of Ohio made an 


address before the House in which he de- 
veloped some facts, and perhaps some 
fancies, by way of comparison of commu- 
nities where electric utilities were pri- 
vately owned" and those publicly owned. 
Mr. Bender at least was original. He had 
arguments and comparisons we never ran 
across before. 


For instance, he took the cities of 


Tacoma and Spokane out 
in Washing- 


ton, 
and subject to as nearly the same 


influences as cities could be. Tacoma, 
in 1893, developed its own municipal 
light plant. It found at its door unusu- 
ally fine facilities in the way of water 
power. It has some of the very lowest 
rates for electric current in this coun- 
try. Out of its plant earnings it has paid 
up a laige share of the debt incurred 
when the plant was built and for its var- 
ious extensions, and it is now receiving 
some profit from the plant. On the other 
hand Spokane has been served by a pri- 
vate company which pays nearly 19 cents 
out of every dollar it takes in—not of the 
net profit but of the gross receipts—in 
taxes. And yet it sells power to con- 
sumers at average lates but slightly high- 
er than those in Tacoma. 


Mr. Bender then traced the course of 


the two cities. 
He found that 50 years 


ago Tacoma l^d about twice thc popula- 
tion of Spokane but that long since Spo- 
kane overtook its rival and today passes 
it in population by about 10 per cent. 
^He found tLat the bank 
clearings of 


Spokane were nearly 50 per cent higher 
than those of Tacoma. But—strange and 
dark fact—he found the public debt of 
Tacoma four timed per capita what it 
was in Spokane while the tax rate in 
Tacoma was 30 per cent higher than that 
in Spokane. 


Now, 
it should be obvious, that other 


factors than electric rates may have been 
responsible for tho more flemishing con- 
dition of population in Spokane over Ta- 
coma, but Mr. Bonder insets that while. 
business in Spokane \\~az run on the level 
between the city and the utility, the man- 
agers of the Tacoma utility were "di- 
verting revenues that a private company 
,,U'ould have paid in taxes'1 to thc payment 
of bond obligations with the net result 
that while Tacoma had cheap power which 
might invite industry it had such high 
taxes it repelled industry.

W1SCONSIN SMALL EMPLOYERS 
At their Stevens Point meeting the di- 


rectors of Wisconsin Small Employers lift- 
ed their voices in the effort to protect 
the little business man from the flood of 
suffocating laws that tires him ^ut, saps 
his physical and financial strength, and 
leaves him spent. 


Wisconsin Small Employers has been 


praying that the government will give its 
members enough time to earn a living, 
or try to earn a living. But the gov- 
ernment requires so many records and 
sucli constant reports and such endless ex- 
amination and investigation that the small 
employer is having a deuce of a time 
finding onougli hours in the day to do his 
work. 


The melancholy part about this com-

Wisconsin's small business men are

A Reorganized Administration 


The immediate and crucial prob- 


lem of the United States is how to 
organize the government so that it 
will have the full confidence of the 
nation and the necessary authority. 
•In analyzing this problem we must 
have continually in rriind that time 
is the controlling element in the 
problem. There are three time 
tables, all of which have to be re- 
membered and none of wbich can 
be ignored: that of the war, that of 
our own politics1, that of our de- 
fense. 


Thus it is clear that 'the decisive 


phase of the war is in the next few 
weeks—whether Hitler succeeds or 
fails in delivering 
the 
knockout 


blow. If he succeeds, we shall be 
faced with the consequences of his 
victory before the summer is over; 
if he fails, and the war becomes 
again-a war of siege and attrition, 
we shall be faced before the sum- 
mer is over with questions which no' 
one is as yet capable of foreseeing. 


The schedule of our own politics 


is as follows: Mr. floosevelt's sec- 
ond terra will last until next Janu- 
ary. Thr? election is in November. 
The Democratic convention is called 
for July. The Republican conven- 
tion is called for the end of June. 
Mr. Roosevelt will therefore be the 
President cf the United States dur- 
ing the decisive phase of the war. 
But according to the present sched- 
ule the two parties are to write 
their platforms and to nominate 
their candidates just before or in 
the very midst of the decisive phase 
of the war. 


The 
schedule Of our 
defense 


program is such that during Mr. i 
Koosevelt's present term of office! 
only a beginning can be made to- j 
ward creating the means for pro- j 
ducing a larger Navy, Army, and; 
air force. To build a second Navy is |

Any man fit to bo the 
next President of the United States 
should at once be placed in n re- 
sponsible post and there allowed, 
encouraged and compelled to show 
what kind of stuff he is made of. 
And if any man declines to accept 
responsibility now, it will be very 
doubtful whether he is fit for re- 
sponsibility later. 


In order to make it clear that the 


Administration is to be reorganized 
so that it may have the full confi- 
dence of the nation and the neces- 
sary authority, two measure.'? arc. I 
think, desirable. 


The first is that all the members 


of the present cabinet «nrf nil ths j 
hMdi of the great administrative \ 


agencies should place their resigna- 
tions in the hands of tne. President. 
This is no reflection on any of them. 
There is no other way, it seems to 


me, of demonstrating to the country 
their own selfless devotion to the 
national interest, and there is no 
other way in which places can be 
vacated for men who would make 
the Administration more represent- 
ative and more efficient. There is no 
disgrace in resigning under 
such 


circumstances; many of the officials 
affected would obviously be reap- 
pointed and others could be given 
tasks that are no less hoeor§ble and 


are better suited to their tempera- 
ments and their experience. 


It would be invidious and unnec- 


essary to name names and presump- 
tuous to suggest appointments. But 
it seems evident that if the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of State be- 
long to one party, the Secretary of 
the Navy and the Secretary of War 
might appropriately be men of the 
other party. 


The second measure, I believe, 


should be to establish a council of 
national defense, not too large in 
number, charged with the formula- 
tion of programs and of policy but 
not with administration. It should 
be a super-cabinet with the Presi- 
dent himself its leading - member. 
This council should consist of emi- 
nent men—all of whom command 
the confidence of large sections of 
the people, all of whom recognize 
the gravity of the'situation and are 


prepared to forget the disputes of 
the past in order to deal with the 
emergency of the present. 


It would be inadvisable to make a 


list of names. The names will quick- 
ly enough be evident to those who 
approve the idea. But to make the 
proposal somewhat more concrete, 
1 should say that this council ought, 
certainly to include ex-President

These are conclusions drawn by 


B. D. Leith, of the University of 
Wisconsin agricultural school, alter 
three years of experiment with corn 
tillage methods.

WAYS TO MAKE FISH TASTY

ANY a fisherman doesn't get

More than 5,000 kinds of trees

In the Java forests or jungles, 


you could find

with these are hundreds of kinds 
of butterflies.
